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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: USPTO personnel are to give claims their broadest 
reasonable interpretation in light of the supporting disclosure. In re Morris, 127 F.3d 1048, 1054-55, 44 USPQ2d 1023, 
1027-28 (Fed. Cir. 1997). Limitations appearing in the specification but not recited in the claim should not be read into the claim. E-Pass 
Techs., Inc. v. 3Com Corp., 343 F.3d 1364, 1369, 67 USPQ2d 1947, 1950 (Fed. Cir. 2003) (claims must be interpreted "in view of the 
specification" without importing limitations from the specification into the claims unnecessarily). In re Prater, 415 F.2d 1393, 1404-05, 162 
USPQ 541 , 550-551 (CCPA 1 969). 

Applicant aruges that the applied art of Kuirihara alone fails to teach the claimed limitation of manufacturing limitations and determining 
trapped inventory based on a difference between excess inventory with consideration of the manufacturing limitation. Kurihara et al. 
teaches that a demand fluctuation are also estimated based on fluctuation estimates, with predictions of future fluctutions in business 
conditions and predictions of market trends included (pg.4 H [0134]), where the limitations and the applied art as discussed both hinder the 
production of manufactured products. Addressing the limitation of trapped inventory, Kurihara et al. teaches, the product inventory target 
values are being computed, when the amount obtained by subtracting the product inventory target value to accommodate demand 
fluctuations (manufacturing limitations) which may occur within the production plan period from the predicted product inventory amount 
(without manufacturing limitations) at the desired time of delivery (pg. 12, H [0170]), will result into an amount of inventory that is delayed in 
manufacturing due to certain manufacturing limitations, yet is required to fulfill customer requirements, thus trapping inventory based on 
manufacturing limitations. These elements will require additional search for reconsideration, based on the Applicants reply. 
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
